Italy has Invaded Ethiopia arni covets supremacy 
in the Mediterranean. Germany makes no secret 
of its hunger for territory and will grab whenever 
It thinks its strength is sufficient. Some day, un­ 
less restrained, the grabbers will go too far. 
This is the “International anarchy” which Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt decried in his Chicago speech lining 
up the United 
States 
with 
the “have” nations. 
Violation of treaties and callous disregard for prin­ 
ciples of International 
morality are anarchy, as 
interpreted by governm ents preoccupied with the 
momentou* task of protecting themselves and their 
territory from 
the consequence# of the rule of 
“might m akes right.” 
The present attitude of the “have-nots” Isn’t new. 
nor is It peculiar to International affairs. The Issue 
of “getting” versus “keeping” hag been alive in 
every generation throughout history. The “haves” 
insist today, ss they alw ays have Insisted, on or­ 
derly readjustm ent by agreem ent and 
law. 
The 
“have-nots" Insist on trying to overthrow the e s­ 
tablished order for the purpose of establishing a 
new arrangem ent to their own advantage. 
It Is Inevitable that thsy oppose each other—a* 
inevitable in international affairs ae It is In dom es­ 
tic politics when “ have-nots” attem pt to seize what 
already belongs to someone else. When they press 
too hard for advantage, they precipitate a clash for 
survival, which Is the calam ity threatening the world 
today. 
No one knows the outcome. The world hopes a 
clash may be averted by inspired statesm anship and 
believes it can be. In the m eantim e, those politi­ 
cians who hava made a business of encouraging 
•eizura, or who have led opposition to direct action 
taken In violation of law would do well to reflect 
on the inevitability of anarchy and chace whenever 
law lessness and fords are substituted for civiliza­ 
tion's instrum ents of law and preservation.

It Comes Out Here 
T H E country is aw are that kosher butchers in New 
York have closed their shops to protest high 
prices and that the governor of M assachusetts has 
called ou the departm ent of agriculture to investi­ 
gate high rn wit prices in Massachusetts. Secretary 
Wallace is taking a hand in the New York situa­ 
tion. 


It should not be overlooked that these a le not 
isolated, but ij ideal, cases of concern over prices. 
Neither should it be forgotten that only a few years 
ago concern was being widely voiced over an op­ 
posite tendency, when prices were falling. 
The government, then. u*ed its Influence directly 
Lo raise prices. It ^Uninitiated currency and cur­ 
tailed production. It launched a program of econom­ 
ic control, taking responsibility for raising price*. 
Now, having achieved some success, it is taking re­ 
sponsibility for keeping prices from going higher 
than consum ers want them to go. 
This is planned economy, which might be defined 
crudely as the process of trying to keep the effect 
from coming out here when you push the first valve 
down and blow in there. 


T 
HE Idea of “qurantining” war 
was behind the neutrality act 
passed by the last congress. But 
there la no blinking the feet that 
what the President suggests and 
what the state departm ent, by Its 
subsequent action supports. Is a 
quite different kind of quarantine. 
TI}# 
neutrality 
act 
attem pt# 
to 
quarantine w sr by cutting off sup­ 
plies from all nations engaged In 
war, regardless of who Is th e ag­ 
gressor. W hat Is now suggested la 
that the aggressors be quarantined. 
The neutrality act was based on a 
belief In the possibility of Ameri­ 
can 
Isolation 
from 
all 
conflicts 
troubling the rest of the world, 
outside of the western hemisphere. 
The President's words counsel the 
end of isolationism, In favor of 
collaboration 
In 
mutual 
respon­ 
sibility, with the "90 percent” of 
the peoples of the world who want 
peace. If the country follows the 
leadership of the President and the 
state 
department, 
the 
neutrality 
act la dead 
Technically, the act 
leaves the President a great deal 
of freedom, because It leaves it up 
to him to determine when a state 
of war exists. And inasmuch as the 
new technique of warfare Is to in­ 
vade the soil of other nation* with 
the full force of arms. troops, and 
a completely mobilized state, with­ 
out any declaration, and even with­ 
out 
the severance of diplomatic 
relations, the President can find 
some description for what is going 
on, other than that it is a “state of 
war." Sen. Key Pittman, chairman 
of the senate committee on foreign 
relations, presented this argument 
in a speech some weeks ago, in 
which he attem pted to dem onstrate 
ihnt the war in China isn t a war.

To continue 
to be tied to the world, ae w# are 
tied, Involves tho acceptance of 
responsibility for every effort to 
make that world the kind of place 
In which we can continue to exist 
with a degree of safety.

There 1s no blinking 
that fact, either. But it Is a great 
deal better that we face the fact 
that we live In an extremely risky 
world, than to lull ourselves Into

New Turn In U. S. Foreign Policy May Shape 


Whole Course Of Human Events For Decade

whole course of hum an events 
In th# next decade m ay he shaped 
by th# new turn in American for­ 
eign policy which President Roose­ 
velt has so courageously expressed 
by his words and his action in the 
last 72 hours. 
The objective is not. merely to 
end 
bloodshed, 
but 
to 
establish 
one# more sn economic equilibrium 
so th at reem ploym ent and prosper­ 
ity may ensue. For the problem 
of America is the problem of the 
other 
nations 
as 
well. 
Without 
world 
trade, there can 
only 
be 
curtailed production, more unem­ 
ployment, Insolvency and 
human 
misery. 
T he President s policy Is states­ 
m anship 
of 
transcendent 
value. 
Irritations th ere are without num ­ 
ber over his conduct of various 
dom estic policies, but, ju st as he 
was beading for the fork in the 
road th at might mean fiscal dis­ 
aster to America, 
Mr. Roosevelt 
has started in the only direction 
that can possibly lead our nation 
to real economic recovery and a 
sound fiscal position. 
T he crying need of today for 
A m erica is an increased volume 
of 
transactions — more 
business, 
tnore trade, nffnre production, more 
employment. The home market, to 
be sure, has never been cultivat­ 
ed 
with sufficient Intensity, but 
the foreign m arket has iii the past 
given American 
producers 
many 
billions 
of 
dollars 
in 
trade. 
It 
can do so again. 
There are and have always been 
two schools of thought 
on 
this 
point. One argues th at we should 
be self-contained, erect high tariff 
walls to exclude other countries’ 
goods, 
and, 
in 
short, 
pursue 
a 
policy 
of 
economic 
nationalism. 
The other urges that we exchange 
goods on a fair basis with other 
countries, that we should reduce 
tariffs as far as possible, that we 
make 
reciprocity 
treaties 
to en­ 
courage volume of trade, and that 
restrictions 
upon 
gold 
exchange 
be gradually removed. Such a pro­ 
gram is often called enlightened 
nationalism. 
T 
HIS correspondent has for more 
than 20 years championed the 
second course, believing th at the 


policy of International cooperation, 
as outlined by President Wilson, 
wrtjild. lf adopted, have saved the 
world from the catastrophe of 1929 
and that, the transform ation of the 
German 
and 
Italian 
democracies 
into dictatorships would thus have 
been avoided. 
Cordell Hull, secretary of state, 
has contended in season and out 
of season, when he had the ear 
of the world and when he didn’t, 
that 
economic 
nationalism 
leads 
to war and hum an conflict. The 
Republican party m ade its m ajor 
error of the last campaign when 
it refused to commend the objec­ 
tives of the Hull policy, and this 
point was em phasised by the w riter 
before and after the Cleveland con­ 
vention last year. 
Today. Mr. Roosevelt, after be­ 
ing for three years somewhat luke­ 
warm toward the Hull policies, has 
em braced them whole-heartedly. It 
was the only course he could take 
in a world in which democracies 
were rapidly being rendered less 
and 
less 
able 
to 
protect 
them ­ 
selves, not only against the rav­ 
ages of war, btu the ravages of 
economic depression growing out 
of nationalistic 
policies all over 
the world. 
Those who do not believe in the 
world trade Idea and the impor­ 
tance of building volume of busi­ 
ness by Improving relations must 
a crept 
the 
alternative 
p o lic y - 
domestic regim entation, the ration­ 
ing of what we have within our 
borders, and an almost arbitrary 
redistribution of wealth. They can 
hardly say the new; deal to date 
has not been a logical corollary of 
economic nationalism.

e w YORK, Oct. 9 —To my notion no hook has 
the - power to roll back the years like Mark 


has 


power to roll back the years use Mark 
Twain's Tom Sawyer. After putting it down last 
evening I spent a pleasant hour in the honeyed ob­ 
livion of Boyville. Back in the days when the back 
yard, kitchen stoop and old barn seemed especial­ 
ly haloed. 
Not m any children of this generation, even in the 
small towns, know the simple charm of a back 
yard. Tqday th ere are playgrounds, where frolic is 
regim ented and lacking abandon. Also there ase 
the movies. All tending to m ake the back yard seem 
run down at heel and tacky. 
But for a n o th er generation the back yard was 
boys’ domain, w here we fought Indians, searched for 
pirate gold, played baseball, gave our circuses and 
pin shows. Back yard- kept, boys off the streets. 
We only appeared on the front porch, all scrubbed 
and shining, afte r sundown. 
There w as a lure about the touseled back yard 
with its ash pile, coal shed and chicken runway that 
years cannot dim. It was a cloister for looking sad 
when It appeared as though we might not get to go 
to the circus. W here we mooned when the only 
girl gave us the mitten. 


There was eomething enchanting, too, about 
th# aromatic old barn, especially the bay mow, 
where moat of ut— of all places— got all dizzied 
up with our first cigaret. The hay mow could in 
an Instant become a robber’s den, a haunted 
house or a fort behind which we resisted the 
attack 
of outlaws. Sometimes In clim bing the 
ladder 
to the loft, the barn became a sailing 
ship, and, holding to the spar, we rode through 
mountainous waves, shouting order to sailors 
against the boom. 


Every boy goes through tho performing period, a 
following the visit of the circus. One of my spe* W 
(laities was 
the slack wire, stretched from the wal­ 
nut tree 
to the high fence. I mastered it, that 
is 
to the exent of walking forward and backward, kneel­ 
ing and crawling through a hoop. But not without 
suffering a series of jim dandy falls, any one or 
which today would trundle me, feet, up, to a hos­ 
pital. 


I never see a juggler, Indian club swinger or artist 
of the flying trapeze and horizontal bars without 
reflecting th at m ost of them —save those from the 
circus families—are products of the back yard pin 
shows. W. C. Fields, Joe Cook. etc. are alumni. And 
it would surprise how m any stars of the stage and 
screen had their genesis in the penny parlor show. 


Boys in our neighborhood were known as the 
Court Street gang. First to go bare-foot and last 
to don shoes. Our summer costumes consisted of 
a 25-oent shirt, blue denim pants and a ten-cent 
straw hat. Boys, oven back In the hollow, do 
not dreee that way today. I am told that going 
barefoot is alm ost a lost custom. That's too bad. 
Going barefoot should be a part of a boy’s heri­ 
tage. 


Th# ’ol sw im m in’ hole, too, is mostly memory. But 
J am one of the die-hards who does not believe the 
20th century sanitized swimming pool is comparable 
to the thrills of that mirror-like pool, shaded by the 
mighty oak, under the creek bank. There we shuck­ 
ed our clothes as quick as a wink and plunged au 
naturel. Som etim es a town constable would ap p ear 
on the brow of the hill and, grabbing our clothes, 
we would scam per through a neighboring cornfield, 
dressing on the run. Pausing after a time to catch 
our breath and perhaps raid a w aterm elon pateh. 
It would be difficult to m ake the m odern boy in his 
Eton jacket, with all his flossy gadgets, including _ 
a stunty roadster, believe those w ere the good old 
days. P erhaps they were not, but we still have a 
hunch they were,

What The Girls Think 


a NATIONWIDE survey of American girls between 
* a the ages of 18 to 25, just completed by research 
workdYs, revealed that a m ajority voted President 
Roosevelt, Col. Charles A. Lindbergh, and the Duke 
of Wlndsoi* as “world’s most admired among promin­ 
ent people.” Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt was fourth in 
popularity. Movie actors trailed far in the rear. 
Results of the survey, which wa* made to discover 
facts about, the coming generation of housewives 
shopping at the nation's half million retail food 
stores, were quoted by C. M. Chester, General Foods 
chairman, speaking in New York before the seventh 
annual forum of thj? Herald Tribune institute at the 
Waldorf Astoria. The data. Mr. Chester said. pro. 
sented a “composite picture of the American girl, 
1937 model.” 
The girls questioned 
represented 
s 
“ scientific 
cross-section of the nation's population, including 
girls working in factories, stores, and offices, and 
farm ers’ daughters, and college co-eds ” 
Seven out of every IO girls said it was “ less note*, 
sary” to get m arried now, compared with their 
m others’ day. Asked what they thought was the 
smallest weekly income that a young couple could 
get married on and get along, the majority ot girls 
estimated between *20 and $30. Tho lowest estimate 
was $2.50 a week and the highest was ISO. One girl 
said: “A young couple can got along on love.” 
Commenting, Mr. Chester said: 
“ As a m anufacturer. I should prefer to hear that 
m arriageable girls fixed a higher standard of family 
living, for business will prosper more surely when 
we have Increased the nation’s purchasing powder. 
The young ladies seem modest iu their demands.’’ 
When asked to fix the ideal num ber of children I 
for a m odern family, a third of the young women 
said,•“two," and about two-thirds said, “two to three." 
The highest figure was IO children and one girl in 
every hundred said, “none." 
O 
NE significant thing that we noticed. Chester 
said, is .the modern girl’s ambitions. She seeks . 
self-improvement and financial independence, Shp 
w-ants m arriage, children and a good education, and 
is willing to accept sacrifices to achieve her destiny. 
The 'clinging vin#’ type of girl is noticeable by her 
absence. 
The survey. Mr. Chester told the forum, which had 
Mrs. Roosevelt as guest of honor. Indicated that 94 
percent of Am erican girls consider a college educa­ 
tion more desirable than it was in their m other's 
day. A m ajority of the girls questioned said they in­ 
tended to work after marriage. 
The survey further indicated that move than three- 
fourths of the young women in the United States 
feel today that it’s more important to take an active 
part in politics than it was in their m other’s day. 
Refuting apparently, various charges of radicalism 
allegedly rife among American youth, only three 
girls In every hundred questioned said they were 
“radical.” Fifty-four percent said they are “conserva­ 
tive.” The others said they were “liberal” or gave 
no reply. 
Significant was the young women’s comment that, 
outside the United States, the countries to which 
they feel m ost friendly are England, France, and 
Canada. 
Seven w it of IO girls declared it wa* more import 
tent than ever to save for old age, and more than 
half said I t s more important today to own one’s 
home than in former years. Six girls out of IO said 
they attend church regularly. The others gave these 
excuses: “Too lazy,’ “lack of interest,” "too busy.” * 
‘inconvenient." 
\ 
According to Mr. Chester, more than half of the 
girls questioned said it was more im portant to have 
post-marriage careers than it was in their m other’s 
day and four in IO said it was “ more im portant” 
than It wa# in m other’s day to be a good housekeeper 
“Three-fourths of those questioned.” Mr. Chester 
remarked, “said it was more Important, or at least 
just ae Important, to be a good cook now compared 
with their m o th er’s day. More than half said th 
had taken cookery course* in school or college 
Ap­ 
parently tomororw s housewives are going to o a k # 
husbands eag er to come home for d in n er!”

RICES can be kept from soaring 
only if production can be In­ 
creased and a m arket found for 
our products. The proposed system 
of crop control which Mr. Roose­ 
velt wants put Into law at th* 
coming session of congress is a 
kind of economic nationalism—a 
contradiction of his international 
policy—but he will seek to Justify 
it no doubt as a tem porary m eas­ 
ure until the world economy and 
world purchasing power can 
be 
restored. 
The criticism which the isola­ 
tionist will make of the interna­ 
tional cooperationist doctrine out­ 
lined above is that the rest of the 
world doesn’t have the money to 
buy our goods, th at it is now using 
substitutes. But the other nations 
will forego the cheaper substitutes 
and will buy our products lf thalr 
businesses are restored. They need 
capital, as do many of our home 
Industries. 
In Kentucky, much gold is buried. 
It la unused. A portion of It—the 
"profit” 
from 
devaluation — can 
from the basis of a proper use of 
International credit to rid the world 
of war and dictatorships. Germany 
accepted H itler only as the alter­ 
native to anarchy. So did Italy em­ 
brace Mussolini. The German and 
Italian peoples will get their liber­ 
ties back when famine and unem­ 
ployment and shortages of goods 
and credit no longer menace their 
security. Revolutions and dictator­ 
ships are the diseases of poverty 
and not the phenomena of prosper­ 
ity. 
How is economic improvement 
related to our new foreign policy? 
The primary need of the world is 
peace and stabilization of trade. 
They go together. Such added em ­ 
ployment as is given to the work­ 
ers in Europe has resulted from 
arm am ent building. This is 
un­ 
sound. When It ends, there is dan­ 
ger of world-wide economic reper­ 
cussions. America’s duty together 
with Britain and France Is to build 
the foundations of a new peace. 
And with peace comes trade. 
T 
HE way the United States gov­ 
ernm ent and 
the League of 
nations are standing together now 
to eave democracy in th* world is 
the most heartening development 
since 1917, when the flower of 
America's youth crossed th* ocean 
to help "make the world safe for 
democracy.” Th* alogan has oftsn 
since been spoken with cynicism, 
hut this cannot rob the words of 
their biting truth. Woodrow Wilson 
foresaw th# danger to democracy. 
He threw America’s resource# into 
the fray to help save democracy. 
His action did save th* British, 
French and American democracies 
for two decades, but it remains 
now for Franklin Roosevelt to keep 
democracy from being destroyed by 
civil wars and the aggression of 
dictatorship and Fascist states. 
The three democracies marched 
aide by side 20 years ago. Today 
they appear before the world, not 
with bomba or gun*, but with a 
penetrating policy 
which 
boldly 
brands a major power aa an ag­ 
gressor and which shortly must 
refuse all economic ald to thai 
same nation in It* Invasion of a 
weaker state. 
The heart of the league cove­ 
nant. Mr. W ilton uaed to eay, waa 
article IO, by which the nations 
of the world were to respect each 
other's territorial integrity and in­ 
dependence. It is atm today the 
heart of world peace. And though 
we are not rigidly associated with 
any league or group of powers. 
America takes her traditional place 
as the champion of righteousness. 
ready , to apply the deadly sting of 
Its moral 
force to 
the 
nations 
which prefer barbarism to human- 
lty.

x tOWADAYS we hear little about 
IN "auto-intoxication.’’ 
This 
dis­ 
order used to be met quite frequent­ 
ly. In most, instances, it was the 
result of fermentation and putre­ 
faction of the bowel content. Faulty 
erad iation or persistent constipa­ 
tion was a common cause. 
Everybody knows that when there 
is m arked delay in normal elimin­ 
ation from the body of its waste 
products, more or less serious ill 
effects will occur. These waste ma­ 
terials, which are harm ful if re­ 
tained, are removed through certain 
avenues. 
Some waste products are passed 
off through the sw eat glands lo­ 
cated in the skin. A goodly portion 
of w aste material is execrated from 
the body in the form of urine, by 
the action of the kidney. 
The largest bulk of w aste lodges 
in the intestinal tract until it is 
elim inated. This mass is evacuated 
after all the nutritional value has 
been absorbed. W hatever is left is 
pure waste. 
Toxins Develop 
It is easy to understand if this 
m aterial is not elim inated it soon 
ferm ents and purifies. Poisons or 
"toxins” develop. Their absolution 
produces self-poisoning, or auto-in­ 
toxication, as it was formerly call­ 
ed. Some of these poisonous sub­ 
stances have

Occasionally he has heartburn, in­ 
digestion, nausea,

and 
lose of appetite. The chronic vic­ 
tim rarely gains weight and lacks 
the strength and energy to contin­ 
ue his regular work. He has lower­ 
ed resistance and in consequence is

‘Certificates Of Competency’ Will 
Replace Present Licenses 


Rf The Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 9—The bu­ 
reau of air commerce issued new 
regulations today 
decreeing that 
after Nov. I pilots will he issued 
“certificates 
of 
competency” 
in­ 
stead of licenses. 
Bureau officials said that flight 
instruction requirements are due 
for extensive revisions under the 
new rules, adopted to improve safe­ 
ty standards of civilian flying. 
To obtain solo rating with the 
bureau after Nov. I, a pilot must 
have had five hours alone in the 
air; for private pilot rating, 35 
hours; for limited commercial pilot 
rating. 60 hours; for commercial 
pilot rating. 200 hours, and for air­ 
line pilot rating. 1.200 hours. 
The number of flying hours re­ 
quired of all except private pilots 
was increased.
